| Tris impossible for any serious-minded or patriotic Englishman 
| to embrace within the circle of his vision the various circum- 
| stances and considerations which combine to make the present 
|| crisis one of the gravest this country has ever encountered—the 
gravest unquestionably that has been witnessed by the existing 
'| generation—without sentiments of uneasiness which it would be 


idle to attempt to extennate or disgnise. The power of our

\| interests involved; the immense expenditure already incurred ; 
| the heavy sacrifices already encountered; the possible dimen- 
| sions which the contest, unless managed with cousummate skill, 
| may ere long not improbably assume; the price at which con- 
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The first of these feelings is by no means confined to that 
party of which Mr Bright is the acknowledged leader: it is shared 
in a nearly equal degree by many of the higher ranks—sincere 
Liberals as well as Conservatives—who from the beginning were 
averse to the war; partly because they deemed Russia less 
powerful, partly because they deemed her less designing, than 
she has proved herself to be, partly because they were perplexed 
at the anomalous and complicated nature of the contest, partly 
because they shrank from its possible and formidable eventualities. 
The same feeling, too, prevails among numbers who at first were 
clamorous for immediate hostilities, but who are now anxious 
to back out of them for no better reason than that they find 


| them more costly and more bloody than they had anticipated. 


Their reason is the same as that of Sir Andrew Aguecheek in 
“ Twelve Night,”—neither less rational nor more dignified :—‘“ An 
“] had known he was so cunning of fence, I had seen him 
** damned ere I had fought bim.” 


Now, this disposition, unwise and ignobleas we deem it, is one 
which we foresaw and entered our caveat against more than a year 
ago. Week after week, before war was declared, we reminded 
the country with all the earnestness which the subject inspired, 
that its habit was to be over prompt in original action and too 
easily weary of persistance. Weimplored it to see clearly the 
object, and to weigh carefully the cost; and we represented with 
almost nauseating iteration that if we entered upon the contest 
without being resolved to win at all hazards and by any means, 
or if we crept out of it, when sick and satiated, without having 


| achieved the purpose for which we had commenced it, in either 
| case we should have pronounced our own heaviest condemnation.

| But more than all these things, we confess that the feelings too 
|| Obviously prevalent, not in one class but in several classes of this 
|; Community, fill us with uneasiness, shame, sadness, and fore- 
| boding. The country is not in the frame ot mind fitted to 
\| Meet the emergency before it. It has not risen to the gran- 
\| deur of the crisis. It is mentally and morally unprepared, 
|| t0 a deplorable extent, for the grave exigencies of the hour. 
At & moment that calls, if ever moment did call, for the 
display of every nobie sentiment and the suppression of every 
|| Petty thought; when all fine and generous emotion should stand 
| forward in the front rank, and all mean enwities and selfish 
Vanities should slink away into obscurity and await a safer and a 
ttime; when all rivalry and censorious jealousy should be 
| hushed in an absorbing sense of the common danger, and the 
Sole thought of public meu should be not how to suatch the 
reins of power, but how to aid and strengthen the hands that 
hold them ; and when it is above all things essential to have, and 
to keep, clear conceptions as to our purposes in entering upon 
this struggle, and as to the means by which and the price at 
Which we are resolved those purposes shall be achieved ;—at 
an &moment we look around us,—and what is the spectacle we 
se’ Too undeniably, on the part of more than ove section of 
€ nation, a disposition to question whether the object of the 
War was worth what it has already cost us, and the farther con- 
Wngent expenses and perils in which it may involve u-, and 
Whether it would not even now be wise to shuffle ou: of it as 
twe may rather than meet the undefined probabilities of its 
Continuance and extension ;—and, on the part of nearly all 
in re a temper at once exacting, imperious, aud impotent, find- 
§ fault with everything and giving real aid in nothing. 
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The opinions we expressed last April we have never varied and 
we hold by still. Nothing that bas occurred since has given the 
slightest ground for believing the war to be less just and neces- 
sary than we and the country then thought it. ‘To terminate it 
now without having attained the purpose for which we entered 
into it, is to acknowledge either that that purpose was un- 
righteous. or that it is anattainable—either that we were wrong, 
are beaten. We protest with all our force against 
either assumption. 

Let us recall the object, siguificance, and justification of the 
war, as it appeared to us and to the country last March :—as it 
appears to us still. Russia had manifested a determination, in 
detiance of justice, in defiance of international law, in defiance of 
the expressed opinion of every other Power in Europe, ultimately 
to absorb Turkey, and to take the first irrevocable steps to that ab- 
sorption atouce. There was no doubt about herultimate purpose ; 
there was doubt only in a few minds that her then proceedings, 
if submitted to, would make the realisation of her ultimate de- 
sigu easy and irresistible ; there was little question that that de- 
sign must at all risk be defeated, inasmuch as European inde- 
pendence was manifestly involved in its defeat. At allevents the 
country decided all these points by an overwhelming majority, 
aud after long deliberation and full discussion. Has anything 
transpired since last March to throw new light upon the subject 
or to warrant any chavge of opinion? Has Russia proved less 
powerful than we expected? Have any of the documents that 


have come to light cast doubt upon her grasping ambition and | 


her lordly projects 2? Has the influence she has exercised upon 
the courts of Northern and Central Europe been so slight as to 
give us reason tor fancying that we might bave over-estimated 
her overbearing power, and the consequent peril to other States, 
if once she were permitted to take her stand on the Bosphorus 
aud the Da:danelles ? In a word, has any one of the argu- 
ments which induced us to declare war against her been 
weakened, or answered, or proved fallacious? Is the contest 
which was righteous and judicious in 1854, unwise or un- 
necessary in 1855? Has the object which was great then 
become insignificant and worthless now? Has the danger 
vanished, or ba: justice changed her nature and her laws? Or 
finally, bas  cssia, throughout all these protocols and negotiations, 
displayed any, the slightest intention of conceding that perma- 
nent security fer Turkey and for Europe which we have a right 
to demand, and the importance of obtaining which is our sole

justification for the war? Rather has not her decision to break 
off negociations rather than submit to terms which would leave 
her defensive strength as great as ever, bat merely impose a check 
her means of aggression, proclaimed trampet-tongued to 
ee that aggression is her policy and her intention, and 
that she defies all Europe to say her nay ? Is it not as clear as 
day—has it not become clearer at every step of the dispute— 
that to be satisfied with having driven her out of the Principa- 
lities and saved Constantinople for the nonce, and then to retire 
and make peace with nothing better than promises on paper and 
in breath, would be to hand over Turkey to her tender mercies 
on the first suitable opportunity—to admit our inability, even 
under favourable combinations, to protect and secure it—and to 
leave the last state of that unhappy empire worse than the first. 
For those who always deprecated active opposition to Russia, 
now to advocate peace ou her terns—ie. on unsatisfactory and 
unsuccessful if not ignominious terms—is consistent and justifia- 
ble enough. But for those who advised, who concurred in, who 
decided on, and who commenced the war—i.e. England and 
France—to make peace of such a sort, would most undeniably 
be to confess themselves baffled, beaten, and inadequate to the 
task they have undertaken. Is this confession just or true? We 
deny it entirely. We have, it is true, suffered severely from the 
combined efforts of cholera, inexperience, the rust of an uaused 
machine, inevitable calamities, and official errors, though not 
official negligence. We, as wellas our Allies, have lost a deplora- 
ble amount of veteran and gallant troops. We have been baffled 
—we have no wish to shirk the admission or disguise the fact— 
in one most important enterprise. But a great war is made up of 
a thousand operations; and though we have been baffled in one, 
that does not mean that we have been unsuccessful in the whole 
campaign, far less that we have been worsted in the war. What 
compaiga was ever undertaken—the most glorious recorded 
in history—of which every operation was successful ? What war 
was ever waged that did not comprise a host of failures and 
disasters to the victorious army ? Did not the Duke of Wel- | 
lington himself retreat from Burgos? 
Badajos? Was not Napoleon checked and almost ruined at Eylau ? 
Was he not actually defeated and brought to the very verge 
of surrender at Wagram, and saved oaly by the miscon- 
duct or misconception of a portion of the enemy ? In this, 
the first campaign, we have seen our foe abandon the terri- 
tory he had seized; we have effected a most difficult 
landing in a most splendid style; we have defeated our an- 
tagonists, though overwhelmingly superior in numbers, in two 
desperate battles; we have beaten back every assault ;—and iu 
the face of all these signal and arduous successes, some of us are 
losing heart and beginwiog to talk of an uuworthy peace, simply 





because we find that we cannot succeed iu oue sp<cial enterprise | 


which every one knew was ove of immense difficulty, and which 
several experienced men at the outset prononuced almost despe- 
rate! This is not a temper of the pablic mind that augurs well 


for the vigorous and persistent prosecution of a great war. If | 
this had been the mood of Englishmen ia our last great European | 
| raised for them by the follies and excesses of their critics and 


contest, what should we have been, and where would Napoleon 
have beep, now? For sixteen years we experienced nothing but 
disasters on land: all our victories were naval ones; we failed in 
expedition after expedition, in siege after siege; yet we pursued 
the war with indomitable pluck and perseverauc’, and Providence 
at last rewarded us with a commander who redeemed iu four 
years our fortunes and our fame. Have we so fallen away from 
the high spirit of our fathers as to be uaable to bear up against 
the disasters of one campaigu—disasters, too, almost glorified by 
the manner in which our soldiers have braved them aud endured 
them ;—or against one failure—a failure, too, framed in (as it 
were), aud set off by, two marvellous victories aud that gallant 
but unfortunate “ Death-ride” that will ever liv» iu history? If 
so, we may well have little hope that victory v 
—for we can have little consciousness that we deserve it. 

The other feeling to which we have alluded as deplorably preva- 
lent, is scarcely less injurious and uaworthy—less cousonaut to 
the character or auspicious for the interests of Eugland. We 
assuredly no apologists ot official laches. 
to guard any department of our civil or military administration | 
from the most searchiug scrutiny, or to shield auy delinquents or 
short-comers from due reproach aud condemnation. It is fitting | 
and rigut that all public servants should be obj-cts of strict vigi- 
lance and, if needful, of unsparing criticism. It is well, especi- 
ally, that in times like these, when errors entail suci grievous 
consequences aad when it is not to be denied that grave errors have 
been committed, the guardians of national iut-rests, whether ia 
the Press or ia Parliament, should be more than usually alert aad | 
severe.

CONTINUED CONFERENCES AT VIENNA. 
AFTER what has happened, it reqaires more sanguine eredulity 
than is likely to be found among practical and experteneed men, 
On the other 
haud, in a matter Df such enormous importance as that 0! peace 
or war, involving, as it does, interests of so high a character, both 
political, social, aud com: neretal, no consideration would justify the 
exclusion of any effort, however remote or improbabte, by whieh 
the great objects of France and England may be attained in the 





interests of progress, civilisation, and the maintenance of a poliey 


of justice so essential to secure a lasting and perm uent peace—in 
any other way than that of war. We have accepted that as a 
last resort ; 
' firm determination not to turn back. At the same time, if pro- 
| posals are made by which the true end ean be gained by means 

less objectiouable, it would not only be a grave error, bac a great 
crime to neglect them. Notwithstandiag the apparent conclasion

tion on the part of Austria ;—and at all events, should Russia still 
decline to accept such proposals, at least we shall have gained 
the enormous advantage of the active assistance of Austria. 

At this moment such assistance can hardly be overrated ; for it 

js obvious that it will be just in proportion as Russia is menaced 

on her German frontier that she will be unable to pour troops 
into the seat of war in the Crimea, Without, therefore, attaching 
too much importance to the result of the continued Conferences at 

Vienna, and, above all, without permitting them in any degree to 

interfere with the most active and energetic efforts to continue the 

war, the new question raised by Austria is at least deserving of 
the earnest attention of the Plenipotentiaries at Vienna:—and we 

Jearo with much satisfaction that the Governments both of 

England and France are likely to act upon this view. 

It may be important that we should at this juncture consider 
the exact position in which we stand in relation to the objects 
which we had in view in first deciaring war. At that moment 
Russia was in aggressive occupation of a portion of the Turkish 
territory, and she was making every effort with the view of ap- 
proaching and taking possession of Constaatinople. The real 
casus belli was the crossing of the Pruth. Without aa invasion 
of the Turkish territory, England and France would not have de- 
clared war upon Russia. ‘The two objects, then, which the Allies 
had in view, were,—first, to arrest the aggressive attack of Russia 
upon Turkey, and to compe! her to retire from the occupation of 
the Principalities ; and, second, to take such securities as would 
prevent the peace of Europe being agaia endangered by similar 

j aitempés in the future. The first of these objects were fully ob- 
i tained in the first campaign. Before the close of the autumn, 
pot an inch of Turkish territory remained in the possession of 
Ruasia. All our efforts have since been, therefore, made with 
reference to the last of the two objects, and with regard to which 
no little progress has been made. ‘The securities for the future 
were included as early as last August, in the four points submitted 
by Austria to Russia. They were then imperiously and uncon- 
ditionally refused. Since then they have been as unconditionally 
accepted by Russia as the basis of negotiations; and three out 
of the four points may be considered to have been practically 
acquiesced iv, even in their details. The only real difference then 
which still exists, and upon which the negotiations appeared a 
week ago to be suspended, had relation to this remaining one 
point, which stands the third in the order in which they were 
originally placed. ‘The third point has relation to the reduction 
ot the preponderance of Rus-ia in the Black Sea, with a view to 
peoaense of power in Europe, and the immediate security of 
key. 

When, therefore, it is complained that nothing has been done by 
the united arms of France and England, or by the influence which 
they have produced upon the position or the policy of the enemy, 
we think it is not sufficiently borne in mind, that while the imme- 
diate object of the war has been entirely successful, it requires 
only a concession upon one point out of four on the part of Russia 
to make the ultimate and remote object as successful as the obliga- 
tions of treaties can accomplish such anend. In the negotiations as 
Ahey stand, we have secured an admission ofthe independence of the 
Principalities from all interference or influence ou the part of 

ia ;—we have obtained from Russia the recognition of Turkey 
a8. an independent Europeau Power, whose separate existence as 
such will henceforward be a point iu the great European policy ; 
—we have obtaived for all Europe the free navigation of the 
Danube ;—and, lastly, Kussiarelinquishes that special protectorate 
over the Christians iu Turkey which formed at all times too 
easy an excuse for any extent of interference with the internal 
affairs of that country. All these concessions we have already 
dbdtained from Russi« as a security for the future. Oae point only 
remains—the preponderance in the Black Sea. Can it, then, be 
said, notwithstanding all our disasters and shortcomings, that we 
_ , a single year effected nothing, or even that we have effected 

tie 

But let us then inquire what the point is, which is still un- 
settled, upon which negotiation has heretofore failed, and how 
that object can be best effected. Under the treaties which ex- 
isted prior to the war, Russia had practically the sole command of 
the Black Sea :—the territory and capital of Turkey were therefore 
atall times in danger from Russia if she assumed an aggressive 
attitude. No settlement of the preseut dispute can be made 
Which does not remove that constant danger. ‘Two meaus have 

suggested :—first, it has been proposed by the Allies to 
Russia that her naval force in the Black Sea shall, by treaty, be 
limited to a given number of ships which could not be dangerous 
to Tarkey ;—second, it has been suggested by some statesmen, 
and has, we believe, been discussed, if not entertained by the 
Allies, that a system of counterpoise should be adopted, by which 
France, England, aud other European Powers should be enti led 
to have an equal force in the Biack Sea to that maintained by Rus- 
Sia, and otherwise that such fortifications at Sinvpe and other 
partsof the Turkish cuast should be established as might be 
ght necessary tor the object. Both plans offer advantages 
4nd disadvantages peculiar to themselves ; but we own that upon 
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the whole it has always appeared to us that the latter involyes 
advantages in many respects superior to the former. The propo- 
sition for limiting the Russian fleet, is one which. while it affects 
far morethe honour of Rassia, would carry with it'much less se- 
curity. That would really consist only in the stipulations of a 
treaty ; for it would be impossible that we should prevent Russia 
preparing for sea, unknown to us, in some of the waters con- 
nected with the Black Sea, any number of ships to be used when 
required. If, then, treaties alone are to be our security, why 
should we require more than those which Russia is to-morrow 
ready to sigu, by which she will undertake to respect and main- 
tain the independence of Turkey? But if treaties are not suffi- 
cient, and few will now think they are, then an agreement on 
paper to limit the fleet should not be regarded as satisfactory. 
If, the, more treaties are needed, the system of counterpoise- 
furnishes the additional security, by the presence of a European 
fleet equal, at least, tothatof Russia. And it presents this enor- 
mous advantage over the plan of limitation, that whilst it for- 
nishes additional jsecurity, it does so in a mode which, to the- 
honour and national independence of Russia, would be far less. 
objectionable, and therefore much less likely to be refused. But 
it will be said that the principle of a counterpoise will be a con-- 
tinual expense to France and England. Our reply to that re- 
mark is twofold :—first, that the expense of a single additionab 
campaign would be sufficient to keep up such a force for thirty 
or forty yearstocome; and next, that whether a portion of the 
Mediterranean fleet lies in the Black Sea, where our trade will 
hereafter enormously increase, or in the Levant, is not matter for 
much choice. 

Without pretending to any very accurate knowledge as to the 
uew proposals which have emanated from Austria to be proposed 
to Russia, we have only to remark that should they involve the 
principle of counterpoise as more likely to be successful, rather 
than that of limitation, we can only say, that on every account 
we should regard the former as a more satisfactory and certain 
security than the latter. If such should be the proposal of Aus- 
tria, we trust the Western Powers will be cautious how they re- 
ject it. Of course it is impossible to say whether or not Rassia 
would accept it;—we think it highly improbable that she would 
do so ;—but at least we should secure the enormous advantage 
of the immediate and active co-operation of Austria with the 
army of the Allies;—and if this only be obtained, it will be well 
that the Conferences at Vienna have survived the departare of 
Lord John Russell and M. Drouyn de Lhuys. 


AN ATTEMPT ON THE LIFE OF THE EMPEROR. 
} 
{ 
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AN attempt has been made on the life of Louis Napoleon, which 
was happily unsuccessful. On Satarday evening at 10 minutes 
past 5, as His Majesty was riding in the Champs Elysees, near 
the corner of the rue Balzac, a man approached close to him, as 
if he were about to take a petition from his breast for presenta- 
tion, but be drew forth a double-barrelled pistol and fired twice at 
the Emperor. Both balls missed. His Majesty rode on wa- 
harmed to join the Empress, who was in advance, and personaliy 
communicated the event to her, informing her at once of the 
danger he had ruv, and assuring her of his safety. His Majesty 
was, as might be expected from his character, unmoved by the 
attempt. The Emperor and Empress went to the opera in the 
evening as had been previously arranged, and at that time and 
on his return from his ride, and on every subsequent occasion 
that he has appeared in public, he has been received with great 
enthusiasm. 

The assassin was immediately secured, though wounded by a 
police attendant on the Emperor, and turned out to be an Italian, 
of the name of Pianori. He is a Roman by birth, is under 30 
years of age, and served under Garibaldi as one of bis free 
lancers. He has resided in England, and is said to have here 
embraced Protestantism. He was well provided with money, 
and under his paletOt wore a very different dress, intended, if | 
he had accomplished his object and could have thrown off his 
overcoat, to facilitate his escape. 

In reply to the congratulations of the Senate on Sunday, the 
Emperor said :—“ I thank the Senate for the sentiments it has 
“just exoressed tome. [ fear nothing from the attempts of 
‘‘ assassins; there are existences which are the instruments of the 
“ decrees of Providence. As long as I shall not have fulfilled my 
“ mission I runno danger.” He has also caused it to aunourced 
in the Moniteur, that, * being well assured of the feelings of the 
“ French people towards his person, he desires that no addresses 
“shall be prepared by the muuicipal town councils, nor by toe 
“ authorities, on occasion of the attack from which Providence 
“ has preserved him. In presence of the public indiguation all 
“+ official manifestation becomes useless.” In all his proceedings 
on this occasion there is much quiet dignity, and the immediate 
result of the attempt is to exalt his character and increage the re- 
spect—we may, we believe, say the admiration—with which he is 
regarded. He had before won great applause for his sagacity and 
boldness as a ruler, and he is now honoured as a fearless man. 

This appears to be one of those atrocious crimes which bave 
been in every age excited by vehement political passions, 
Patriotism misunderstood—an aspiration after the unknown, sach 
as a country’s greatness or a country’s liberty—political, like 
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religious enthusiasm—is powerful enough to make ardent 
men risk or court martydom. Such impulses, when kindled, sub- 
mit only to those restraints which serve to gain the end proposed ; 
and, in proportion as they are dangerous, influential persons of a!! 
parties and creeds should be careful not to nourish them. Men 
are hurried into crimes enough by low and vile desires, without ex- 
citing them to atrocity by pictures of unreal good to be obtained 
by imbruing their bands in the blood of political or religious 
opponents, or even inflicting restrictions on them. 

A more important and pressing consideration arises from a be- 
lief still professed by the Emperor that he has a mission to fulfil, 
and a belief still general here and on the Continent that he sup- 
poses his mission to embrace not merely the restoration of impe- 
rial power in France in the hands of a Bonaparte, but the com- 
plete restoration of the empire as under Napoleon, and the 
domination of France over Europe. He has himself declared 
that he “represents the defeat of Waterloo,” and we continually 
meet with admonitions to be on our guard, “for he will yet try to 
** avenge it.” But has he not done so already? Has he not al- 
most made us regret it? Has he not obliterated its name from 
our Queen's balls, and is it not atoned forto the bulk of the French 
by many years of mutual and increasing friendship and service ? 

Hitherto the Emperor’s career, at least since 1848, has been 
eminently practical. He has obtained nearly all he aspired to, 
and his assumption of the imperial power was plainly prepared 
for him by the disposition of the balk of the French, and the im- 
becility and divisions of his few opponents. From the condition 
of the country and the feelings of the people, he was invited to 
assume the imperia! power, and found the assumption an easy 
task. He has received no such invitation to extend the bounda- 
ries of France; aay such attempt would involve him in enormous 
difficulties ; and, precisely because be has hitherto shown himself a 
sagacious practical man, we may infer that he will not undertake 
the impracticable task which sent Napoleon into exile. His 
countrymen called for an imperial ruler. France was or- 
ganised for one; its internal peace depeaded on its hav- 
ing one; but Fravce did not call, even under Napoleon, 
for perpetual conquest and perpetual war. It does not now 
call for them, is not likely to wish for them, and for him to 
aim at such a restoration of the empire as would involve them, 
is not consistent with his mission to secure peace for France 
under his imperial power. The general belief that he supposes 
his mission to extend tothe restoration of the empire and the 
domination of France over Europe as under Napoleon, is not war- 
ranted either by his conduct, or the circumstances and condition of 
France and other countries, 
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the Crown, is accompanied by a protest against the pretensiong of 
any section of the community to monopolise the functions of aq. 
ministration, and implies that they adopt the prevailing opinion 
that these functions arenow monopolised. In one sense this jg 
true, but the sense requires explanation. 

One branch of the Legislature is composed exclusively of g 
section of the community. Practice, not sanctioned by any 


statute, has made it necessary that a certain number of Secretarigg | 
of State should be in either House of Parliament, which neces. 


sarily gives to the Peers, who have a monopoly of one branch of 
Legislature, a monopoly of a large part of the Government. The 
gentlemen of the City professedly make no atteck on the House 
of Peers, and yet they protest against that partial monopoly of 
administration which necessarily belongs to this section of tha 
community. It is found, however, when somewhat closely looked 
at, that this section is really a part of themselves, only separated 
by those high privileges which they honour. The Lord Chan. 
cellor is almost necessarily of plebian origin. 
one of the people. The present Chancellor is the son of a clergy. 
man. There are three other ex-Chancellors still in the house, 


and not one of them has any claim to be an aristocrat by birth, | 


Other Peers ennobled within recollection, such as Lords Campbell, 
Denman, Colchester, Tenterden, Ashburton, Overstone, Abinger, 
Canning, Carrington, Cottenham, Eldon, Gifford, Glenelg, Mont. 
eagle, Plunkett, and Sidmouth, had no connection by birth with 
the aristocracy, and some of them are of very humble origin, 


Even the Peers, therefore, though endowed with exclusive privi- | 


leges, are not an aristocratic caste, and those who protest against 
any monopoly of the fanctions of administration by a class, would 
be amongst the last men in the community to put an end to pri- 
vileges and honours which are much coveted by the middie 
classes, and descend on them in showers. 

It is necessary, also, that a large proportion of the Ministers 
should have seats in the House of Commons, as well as in the 
House of Lords; and it is a fact that the House of Peers, as per« 
sons of great property and varied influence, command a majority 
of the House of Commons. From this circumstance, they and 
their connections fill the greater number of the seats of the Lower

Sach an object is 
highly landable. No people will be well governed for a continu- 
ance which does not look after its own affairs. 
was beforehand condemned by the efforts of some of its own 
members to reform it; and they not having succeeded, the public, 
having suffered from its deficiencies, is now about to try what 
it can do to improve the administration of public affairs. 

The failure of which the public complains is very conspicuous: 
the means of remedy are not so obvious. In the case of the 
corn laws and Catholic emancipation, there was a_ certain 
grievance, against which the public action could be directed. ‘he 
Anti-Corn Law League, having a specific object before it, and, 
being guided by moderation, never degrading the great pursuit 
into personal att«ck-, was eminently successful; but admivistra- 
tive reform, though the necessity for it has become apparent, is not a 
specific grievance nor such a well-defined ofject as can be attained 
by aleague. Allimprovement in it must, iu the first instance, be 
theoretical. Reference is already made to a desire, but it is 
disclaimed, to exciade the aristocratic classes from a participa- 
tion in the councils of the Crown, which indicates that the pro- 
posed reform is not only of necessity theoretical, but that it in- 
volves an attack on the pretensions of a section of the community 
to monopolise the functions of administration. The want of defiu- 
itiveness Opens a door to many ambitious, and there is some 
reason to dread tht the object proposed may become a stalk- 
ing-horse for party or individual purposes Such a result 
must be duly guariied against, or the prop sed meeting, instead 
of giving a defiuite direction to public Opimion and doing a great 
deal of good, may excite only class aniwosities and engender dis- 
cord in the community. 

The gentlemen who originiate this movement do not mean, we 
believe, to atiack thearistecracy. They propose to substitute the 
principles of business in the managemen the national affairs 
for the principles of routine, rather than supersede one class by 
another.

We ouly state a fact: we do not advocate a principle. The mono- 
poly of the functions of administration by a section of the 
community is willed, in so willing the monopoly of the legislative 
functions, by the middle classes, and especially those middle 
classes which elect the aristocracy to represent them, as the 
electors of London elect Lord John Russell, and now protest 
against the consequences of their own act. 

Ihe monopoly, infact, is more of the power of legislation than 
cf administration. All administration requires care aud labour, 
aud, while the aristocracy keep as much as possible in their owa 
hands the monopoly of making the laws—to preserve which they 
are jealous in filling the Cabinet with members of their class— 
they coutinually select for offices of great labour persons out of 
their own class. The real administrators in the civil service, 
such as the secretaries and under-secretaries—in the military ser- 
vice, such as the commissaries, adjutants, and quarter-masters— 


in the navy,such as the masters and the warrant oflicers,—are all, as 


the rule, taken from the middle or lower classes, and the aristo- 
cracy contents itself with reserving the monopoly of legislation 
aud of the directing power. Many ofthe persuns they are obliged 
to take to pertorm the most onerous duties rise to high diguites. 
All the Lord Chancellors are such men. In the other brauchesof 
administration than the law, we have had in our own time such 
men as Sir Robert Peel, Mr Canning, Mr Huskissou, Mr Poulet 
Thomson, Mr Disraeli, and many others—besides the Peers already 
mentioned, ennobled for civil services—who have got to the very 
top of the tree, and had no roots in the aristocracy. The meno- 
poly complaiued of, therefore, is something peculiar to the nation 

manners and habits, to the national opinions aud pursuits, and 
does not really, belong to a class. It grows from and 18 the 
uec ssary consequence of the Constitution which we all praise 


admire, and believe to be the source of the national greasac 
It is a consequence of the views, wishes, and will of ali the ra ing 
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gnd influential classes, and not of a reprobated usurpation of 
ower by any section of the community. 
We deduce from this, that the fault and failures we are all now 
suffering from are much more the consequences of a general 
litical ignorance, a general low-toned sense of national honour, 
and a very indistinct comprehension of national duties, than a 
pominal and technical monopoly of a few high places and of a little 
ower and wealth by one section of the community. Take for an 
jllustration the general conduct of the Press. At this moment 
the nation is engaged in a great contest, which involves its 
honour, its dignity, and its ultimate safety; for if we lose the 
prestige of power and wisdom, our wealth will not save us from 
dishonour and debasement; and what we now require is, to have 
| the whole national action directed to this one object. The public, 
however, is too frivolous to allow the journals to take such a course. 
It is excessively busy about trading on the Sabbath, regulating 
public-houses, reforming universities, improving education, assail- 
ing some sects, interfering with one another, and bringing the 
national power into active operation in order to attain a variety of 
objects that are at no time of national importance, however dear to 
the hearts of individuals, and which ouglit never to be the objects 
|| of national action. The journals necessarily follow in the train of 
the public, and excite national attention to a multitude of frivolous 
objects, and continually demand a national action with regard to 
‘them. The journals have, too, a subject of theirown; and even that 
| one which has been most conspicuous for its fearless, out-spoken 
| devotion to the one necessary subject, has been boring the Legis- 
lature to effect the great national object, by national means, of 
| diffusing its wisdom through the country at the reduction of “a 
halfpenny a copy. Such conduct destroys all faith in its thunder. 
It wants the devotion of earnestness ; it begets no fear aud no 
pelief ; and the public mind is dissipated by those who pretend to 
| concentrate and intensify it. 
As are the journals, co is the Legislature. It has just voted an 
| additional expenditure of 30,000,000/; its new taxes are not likely 
| tobe cheerfully borne ; its proceedings and its failnres are exciting 
| an uncommonly contemptuous and hostile feeling in the community ; 
|| the people look to it in vain for help and redress, while it devotes 
|a large portion of its time to protracted debates about the 
|| Catholics and Maynooth, and about educating the people, who, 
|| jn a national, wealth-creating, power-engendering poiut of view, 
| are much’ better instructed than their would-be teachers; and 
|| about other matters that at no time are proper national objects, 
|| and on-ht now, with all the petty passions that gave birth to them, 
'to be buried deep under one universal feeling of patriotism. 
| With such a grave and lamentable dereliction of public spirit, 
| such great political ignorance, such intolerant class-meddling 
|| such miserable sectarianism, such an intense desire in classes 
|| and over-righteous individuals to vex and annoy one another 
|instead of the common enemy, is it reasonable to expect 
|| any great benefit from a movement, based, as we have shown, 
|} on the most inconsistent grounds, to procure some little 
'\ technical reform and some little change in the distribu- 
\| tion of political power? We requirea reform in.our ways of 
| thinking. ‘he community must become high-minded and earnest 
|| before it can have high-handed deeds performed. What we 
|| Want—and this is no new assertion, but the older it is the more 
|| correct it is—what we want is a reform, not in the pharisaical 
|| sense, but in a political morai sense of the people. 
| In contrast to ourselves look at the Russians. They will go on 
|| earnestly drinking quas brandy and, such as can get it, cham- 
|| pagne ; they will culiivate their ground, distill, and get drunk as 
| usual; will cheat, and lie, and gamble, and pray according to their 
| customs; but we cannot fancy one man in that whole vast empire 
|| Mow devoting a thought to any other national concern than the 
great war in which they are involved. One sentiment of enthn- 
| siasm seems to pervade the entire mass. This may be the con- 
| Sequence of their general serfdom; and our busying ourselves 
| With agreat multitude of the veriest trifles, calling them national, 
may be the consequence of our political liberty; but their proceed- 
ings are consistent with good sense, and ours, who boast of our 
intelligence, are not. What is the good of liberty, if it do no bring 
wisdom and virtue in its train? What is the advantage of the 
privilege of free speech, if it only obscure knowledge aud dissi- 
pate reason in idle discussions and gr3at multitudes of frivolous 
words? There is much more now to be dreaded than hoped for 
from discussions about forms, technicalities, classes, and adminis- 
trations. The almost continual failure of comstitutions in modern 
times, though fashioned by the smartest politicians of the day, 
and the comparative inertness of Prussia and other German States 
2 which the administration is perfect, at least no complaint is 
made of it, and which is modelled by an absolute prince, must by 
this time have carried conviction to all that the success and great- 
hess of States is very little due to political systems. Every law is 
only what living men make of it. As they interpret it, work it 
out, and act on it, it may become an instrument of good or evil; 
but it cannot alter man, and as he is, so will be the effect of the 
aw. 
While we have little hope of any great good to be effected by 
this movement to improve the administration, it is, nevertheless, 
conducted with moderation and no view to personal objects, 
encouraged. Though to us it seems quite inconsistent to 
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protest against a monopoly of administration by a section of 
the commuuity, and advocate the peerage and the present limited 
system of representation, the meeting will help to awaken the 
community to a serious consideration of its present political con- 
dition, and the real causes of the great waste which has taken 
place of its best blood and most valuable treasure. It is fore- 
stalling the couclusion—to which the public will and ought to 
come—to attribute the national disasters merely to mal-adminis- 
tration; and the meeting which proposes that as the object of its 
labours will most probably end in disappointment,

TRADE OF THREE MONTHS. 
ALTERATION IN THE ACCOUNTS. 

Tue Board of Trade Tabl-s for the first three months of the year 
willbe found in the usual place, but they have in them this month 
a peculiarity to which we must direct attention. “ In pursuance 
“of the Act 17 and 18 Vic., cap. 94,” it is stated in a note on the 
first page, “all accounts of Customs revenue, imports, exports, 
‘and shipping, are now made up to the last day of the calendar 
‘** months, instead of the fiuancial months as heretofore. The re- 
“turns in the present accounts for the month of March termi- 
“ nate on the 31st of that month, instead of extending to the 5th 
“of April.” This change makes the returns for the month and 
for the three months five days short of the returns for the cor- 
responding three months of previous years. One of the conse- 
quences of this change is thus noticed in a note at the end of the 
table of exports:—‘ The returns for the month of March in the 
‘“* present year are for 22 working days, instead of 27, as in the 
“ past years ; a difference of five days makes, of course, a con- 
‘* siderable reduction in the total value of exports for March. 
“The average daily amount of exports, during the 22 days of 
** March, is 296,694/, which, multiplied by five for the days not 
*‘ ineluded, gives 1,483,470/, a sum that might be added to the 
** total exports during the 22 days, in order to show the probable 
‘“‘ aggregate of exports in the mouth of March, had it been ex- 
** tended to the Sth of Apri', as in past years. Such an addition 
* would present, for the enumerated articles, a total of 8,010,742, 
‘instead of 6,527,272/. to be compared with the month of 
** March in 1853 and 1854; and,in respect to the total for the 
“three months, 18,208,202/ for 1855, instead of 16,724,7321.” 

The returns for the month comprising only 22 instead of 27 
working days, afford, therefore, no fair comparison. Thereto 
must be added that the entries of shipping inwards in the month, 
in consequence, probably, of the prevalence of east winds, were 
singularly small, only 338,086 tons, against 633,183 tous in the 
corresponding mouth of 1854. There is actually, too, no incon- 
siderable decline in our trade, the consequence mainly of the con- 
dition of the United States and Australia, and some foreign pro- 
ducts being less abundant than usual; but the alteration in the 
returns prevents us from ascertaining and stating the degree. It 
is, however, plain that there has been in the month, as well as in 
the quarter, alarge reduction in the imports of sheep, bark, corn 
of all kinds, including flour, flax, hides, potatoes (of which the 
importation has almost cea-ed, 265 cwts only in the quarter), of 
brandy and gin (but not rum), sugar, foreign timber, tarpentine, 
wiue, and wool. In co'ton and silk and rum, there is a very 
considerable increase in the month, though a decline in the 
quarter; in hemp, in flaxseed, and linseed, and in tobacco, there 
is an increase both in the month and the quarter; and of tea the 
import in the month is nearly as usual, but in the quarter it has 
fillen off very considerab'y. Although accuracy as to quantities 
isnot now to be attained, it is plain that the diminution of im- 
ports is very little occasioved by the war. Over the supply of 
sheep, hides, potatoes, brandy, gin, wine, and wool, the war has 
had no ivfluence. Over tne supply of hemp and linseed its infly- 
ence seems to have been to cause increased quantities to be im- 
ported from countries beyond its range, while the supply’ not 
being wholly stopped from couutries within its range, the imports 
on the whole have increased. The import of corn and of flax war 
has impeded. We dwell with some pertinacity on such facts, be- 
canse there is a great disposition to throw every misfortune, every 
failure which now occurs, on the war, and to exonerate individuals 
suffering from improper or excessive speculation, or from political 
and trade derangements abroad. To make a scapegoat of the 
war, ouly encourages supineness and negligence, and suppresses 
individual energy. 

The transit trade continues large, and the exports of coffee, 
dyestuffs, rum, silk, sugar, &«., iu the short month surpass those 
of the corresponding long mouth of 1854. 7 

Of our exports the note already quoted gives a sufficient explana- 
tion. The total value of the exports in the month and in the 


three mouths of 1854 and 1855 was as follows :—

NEWSPAPER COPYRIGHT. 
Tne clauses to confer copyright on newspapers found no favour 
with the House of Commons when the subject came to be some- 
what earnestly discussed on Monday, and they were without 
relactance withdrawn by the Chancellor of the Exchequer. 
They were no pets of bis, and, as those who urged them on the 
House were unable to make their claims valid, the original 
champion of the measure, Sir E. B. Lytton, not having said a 
word in their favour, they were with great propriety abandoned. 
We have no intention now of renewing the discussion concerning 
the great principle at issae—that of property in expression—which 
was either mach above or below the calibre of the House, and was 
ecarcely alluded to, thorgh it will surely, as the claims of in- 
ventors and authors are renewed, and as depredations are com- 
mitted on the legal preserves already established, require to be 
again and again discussed when the calm times of peace return. 
In consequence, however, of some vituperation of our remarks 
last week, we must observe that, whatever bearings they 
might have on the question of property, they were practically 
assented to by the Legislature. It was felt to be impossible to 
give and secure the monopoly asked for. The Legislature is the 
practical violater of property, if property exist, in thought, 
opinion, or news, when it has been published in its appropriate 
expression. Other and much graver matters now demand public 
attention, and we shall not obtrnde on it an ill-timed dissertation 
on the abstract justice of copyright.

Aqriculture. — 


AGRICULTURAL NOTE. 

THE weather ‘continues more uvgenial than ever, for during the 
past week we have had high cold winds from the north and 
north-east, which seemed rather to threaten snow than to afford 
any hope of warm weather. Ever since last September the wind | 
has remained, with very short iotervals, at the north, north- 
west, and from that to the east points of the compass. Serious 
apprehensions are begun to be felt for the wheat crops, and cer- | 
tainly the colour of the plant is not so good as it was a fortuight ; 
since, and it remains unusually backward, but we do not believe | 
any real mischief has yet been done. A rise of from 63 to 8s per | 
quarter on wheat does, however, indicate a feeling in the trade 
that our prospects for the ensuing season have not improved 
during the last ten days. The general agricultural report for | 
April ofthe Mark Lane Express seems to take the more cheer- 
ful view. It says:— 


Very little moisture having fallen in any part of the United Kingdom, vege- 
tation has made but little progress; and the crops are therefore extremely 
backward, ‘even in the most favoured localities, From the fect that the 
present appearance of the fields is by no m-ans sati-factory, it has been ate | 
tempted to be shown that great loss of the wheat plant has resulted trom the 
comparative severity of the weather, and that large breadths of land must, 
consequently, be resown with another crop. It is quite true that instances 
have been met with in which re-ploughing has been found necessary; but they 
are so extremely rare, that they must fail to exercise any material influence 
upon the aggregate production. We are of opinion that the wheat crop 
now above ground is looking quite as well as ought to be expected, considering 
the late lovg and most severe winter; and that there are, therefore, no 
grounds for assuming that this year’s crop will be small, Unquestionably, the 
breadth of land pow under wheat culture is in excess of 1854, which, i: will 
be recollected, was an extensive and most productive season in that respect. 
All out-door labours are now well advanced ; and the sowing of most spring 
— will, no doubt, be brought to a close quile as early as in the general run 

years. 

The lambing season is said to have gone off very well, especially |) 
wheu the low condition of many of the breeding flocks is taken 
into consideration, and local reports represent the general condi- 
tion of the flocks as very indifferent. How they are to be main- 
tained if we do not soon get some rain and warm weather is & 
question not easy to answer. 

In ali the country markets immense numbers of fat and half- 
fat sheep are being forced to sale from sheer inability to find food 
to carry them on. The consequence wit! probably be aconsider- 
able scarcity of mutton later in the season.

SPIRIT OF THE TRADE CIRCULARS. 


(From Messrs Powell and Co.'s Circular.) 
London, May 2, 1855. 

There has been a full amount of business in leather during the past 
month ; the transactions have been much larger than is usual in the 
month of April, which is of course attributable to the continued require- 
ments for army purposes: these do not abate, nor, with present prospects, 
are they likely to be diminished. The supply, however, has been ample, 
and our present quotations will be found very similar to the prices of the 
preceding month. In raw goods tle stagnation, which we have so often 
receatly noticed, still exists. The paucity of South American imports 
continues, and their extreme prices, so far beyond the relative value of 
the manuf actured article,jgreatly limits their sales. At this season of the 
year we are accustomed to obtain from our correspondents in the adja- 
cent timber-growing counties, information relative to the position and 
prospects of the bark harvest—a subject interesting both to landed pro- 
prietors and the manufacturers of leather. We have now before us more 
than fifty of their obliging communications, from which we feel confidence 
in stating the following results :—That the fall of oak timber will extend 
to an average amount. In some localities it will be less, in others greater 
than the previous year. That it is impossible to calculate its probable 
quality from that excellent criterion—its stripping well or ill—as, in con- 
sequence of the severe winter, and the long continuance of cold winds 
with frosty nights, the harvest has scarcely yet commenced. Froma few 
more sheltered situations, however, we have reports that it comes off 
well. 








(From Messrs Trueman and Rouse's Circular.) 
London, May 1, 1855. 

The sugar market has been greatly unsettled by the advance of 25 per 
cent. on the duties, which came into operation on the 21st ultimo, pre- 
vious to which it had exhibited an upward tendency, and prices had gene- 
rally advanced 1s to 1s 6d per cwt. Since the alteration of duty, which 
may be stated as a mean at 3s per cwt, duty paid sugar has advanced 2s 
to 2s 6d, and the value in bond is, therefore, fully as high as on the Ist 
ult. ; there is a good inquiry for all refining qualities, and, the supply 
being much curtailed by the prevalence of easterly winds, holders are 
anticipating a fursher rise. For floating cargoes there has been a fair 
inquiry for the United Kingdom at 6d to 1s decline on former prices, but 
there is very litile offering. The principal transactions in sugar on the 
spot, comprise 8,000 hhds West India, 70,000 bags Mauritius, 32,000 
bags Bengal, 16,000 bags Madras and Penang, 15.000 boxes Havana, 
1,000 hhds and 400 bris Porto Rico and Cuba, 62,000) bags Manilla, and 
4,500 bags Brazil. The sales afloat for the United Kingoom, consist of 
a cargo of low brown Pernambuco at 17s 6d, and three of Havana Nos. 
11 to 12} at 21s 6d to 22+ 3d per cwt ; and for near ports on the Conti- 
nent, a cargo of biown Pernambuco at 18s 9d, and one of brown Bahia 
at 19s, a cargo of Havana No. 15 at 24s, also two for the Medite ranean, 
No. 13 at 23s 6d and No. 14 at 24s per cwt. 





(From Messrs Grant, Hodgson, and Co's Circujar.) 
London, mop 1, 1855. 

There was an improved demand last month, and sales may he stated at 
1,350 hhds and 50 tierces viz., 760 hhds of ‘eaf, 560 hhds and 50 
tierces of strips. ‘The principal sule made during the month was one of 
400 hhds of very old ordinary leaf for re-sale at extreme rates. Two or 
three parcels of export leaf of recent importation were also taken at very 
full prices, and buyers were fully prepared to have taken further quan- 
tities could suitable descriptions have been obtained. More activity has 
prevailed for home trade during the last teu days; and after the purchase 
of about 200 hhds of Western strips by an influential manufacturer, | 
further sales were made of nearly 200 hhds, at prices which wou d jus- 
tify a slight advance on our quotations. Advices from New Orleuns, 
dated the 7th ult., represent a very firm and advancing market, and pur- 
chases for French account had been continuous and on a large scale, and 
up to the latest dates exceeded 16,000 hhds. For good and fine sorts 
advanced prices had been obtained. Several complaints had been received 
from the planters of very severe cold, unfavourable weather. Advices 
from Baltimore, dated the ‘4th ult., state:—‘‘ During the past week there 
has been a very active demand for all descriptions, aud everything offered 
finds ready sale at {ull prices.”

Birmingham, May 2, 1855 

During the whole of the past month, we have had, with little exception, 
cold north-east winds and frosty nights ; vegetation is con-equently so ex- 
tremely backward, that unless the weather from the present time should 
be exceeding y five and warm, we cannot have an early harvest, but, with 
an immediate chang+ to rain and heat, the crops may still be ready for 
the sickle sooner than the average of years. The season has, however, 
been very favourable for sowing ali kinds of spring corn ; the ground 
is not so dry as to prevent vegetation, and the blade is generally coming 
up with a healthy appearance ; this remark applies also to wheat on land 
re-sown inthe spring—an operation rendered necessary to a considerable 
extent, where the plant was destroyed or much injured by severe frost 
inthe winter. It is now evident that we shall not receive any consider. 
able supplies from the United States until they have secured another 
harvest, as by late accounts the best Genessee white wheats had reached 
a price almost unprecedented for that country, of 95s to 100s per qr; and

Tune method 
adopted by the Chancellor, of increasing bo'b duties by a per centage, 
must, by all the laws of calculation, obviate avy possible error or un- 
fairness. The cerrectness of the scale can, however, be proved con- 
clusively in another way. 

The reason for the difference of duty between muscovado and re- 
fined sugar is the greater quantity of saccharine matter contained in 
the latter; which, according to the old duties, was as 16 to 11, or 5s 
out of 16s; 3; ie, 5-16ths. lu any alteration this proportion vhould, of 
cuurse, be pre served, and we fiud that it is so here. 

The increased duty on refiued sugar is 4+, that on muscovado 2s 9d. 
The difference, 1s 3d, is exactly 5-16ths ot the 4s. So that the 
English refiner, working his raw sugar at a duty of 13s 9d, is re. 
latively tothe toreigner importing his refined sugar at 203 on pre. 
cisely the same footing as when ove worked at lls and the other 
imported at 16s.—I am, Sir, your obedient servant, 8.

Paris, May 3, 1855, 

There is a great deal of anxiety about the situation of our troops 
before Sebastopol. Everybody knows that the telegraphic line from 
Balaklava to Varna is completed, and dispatches which are sent in 
the evening arrive in Paris and in London the a xt morning ; how- 
ever the Government abstains from informiog the public of the state 
of things. The Monileur annouuced that wt the date of the 28th 
of Aprii the fire had ceased, to wait for ammunition. It is said that 
the last bombardment has proved that it was not possible to take 
possession of Sebastopol, aud accordingly the siege would be raised, 
and the army would make a campaign against the Russian troops and 
afterwards return to Balaklava and Kami sch, whence they would 
be transported back to Varna. Marshal Vaillant, the present Mi- 
nister ot War, would be s ut in person, and take the command-in- 
chief of the allied armice, as the departure of the Emperor for the 
Crimea is completely abandoned.

Our diplomatists have not renounced their hopes of a future ar- 
rangement for peace. They say that Austria has accepted the system 
of mare neutrum, which has been adopted by England and France. 
Rassia insisted that the Black Sea should be declared mare clausum 
or mare apertum. The mare clausum was the stato quo, as the Russian 
and Turkish Powers wou'd alone bave aright to have a fleet in the 
Black Sea. The mare apertum would open that sea to the fleets of 
all the nations of the globe. But Turkey, us weil as France and 
England, opposes the adoption of that system. By the combination 
of the mare neutrum, Russia and Turkey might fortify their coasts, 
but neither of th. m could maiotain a fleet. 

It was reported y-sterday that M. de Buol has at last signed the 
military treaty, and General De Hess had been sent to command the 
Austrian army onthe frontier. Lit the Cabinet of Vienna decides to 
abandon its system of neutrality, we shall soon hear of the recall of 
the French Ambassador from Vienna. 

The Minister of Finance published on Sunday last an advice, by 
which the rate of the Bons du Tresor is increased by one-half per cent, 
and fixed at 4 per cent. tor three months, 3 per cent. for six months, 
and 5 per cent. for one year. Such a measure has been considered 
as a proof that the resources of the last |6an of 500 million of francs 
are already exhausted. It is very probable that a new loan will 
soon be negociated, and it is supposed that it will amount to 1,000 
millions.

HOUSE OF LORDS.

[CONTINUED FRUM OUR LAST.] 

In reply to the Bishop of Exeter’s observations on the subject of church 
rates, the Lord Chancelior observed that the sulject, he confessed, was beset 
with difficulties, but expressed a hope that come means would be found to prc- 
vide for the mainteuwanoe of the church fabrics, without perpetuatiog the irriia- 
tion and dissonance which the churct-rate sytem at present occasioned. 

The Earl of Aibemarie moved for returns reepectine the trade in Rassian 
goods carried on thiough Prussia, and inquired th» intentions of the Govern- 
ment on the subject of the blockade of the enemy’s porte. 

Lord S:anley of Alderiey repeated the explanations already given to account 
for the lenity of last year’s blockade. In the present year he stuted that the 
Biack Sea ports belonging to Russia were already blockaded, as those in the 
Baitic would be so soon as the pavigation was open. With respect to the 
general commerce of Rassia, he read returns showing that she had lost nearly 
half her export trade, aud asserted that she had been seriously crippled in 
every branch of her resources.— Adjourned.

In reply to the Earl of Eiienburougb, Lord Panmure observed that there was 
ap under-tanding with the Saidivisn Government that after the firet month the 
British Senin should be charged to supply rations for the Sardinian 
troops. {uquiries had proved that the resources of Turkey wereamply sufli- 
Cient to provide food for any number of troops that might be sent thither. 

The Militia ([relaud) Bull was read a third time on the motion of Lord Pau- 
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The Marquis of Salisbury having called the attention of Lord Panmure to 
the want of management which had been shown in the War Department in 
the case of the Guards recently despatched to the Crimea in the steamship 
Alm 

Lord Panmure excused the mistakes that had been made, and, with respect, 
to the complaint that the Guards had been sent out armed with the old mueket 
said that he could not believe such a statement to be true. 

The Duke of Cambridge said he wa: afraid it was too true that the Guards 
had been sent out armed with the old musket. 

Some other general business was then despatched, aud their lordships 


adjourned. 
Tuesday, May 1. 

The Lord Chancellor, in reply to Lord Lyndhuret, again brought before the 
house the hard case of solicitors practising in Chancery, whose fees were not 
sufficient to remunerate them for the services rendered to their clients. An in- 
vestigation into the matter was now going on, and it was hoped an improve- 
ment in the scale of fees might be effected. 

Lord Hardinge, in reply to Lord Vivian, stated that the cavalry force in the 
C:imea at the last advices amounted to 1,300 men. Inavery short time this 
number would be increased to 3,000 sabres, 

In reply to Lord Derby, Lord Lansdowne stated that it was impossible at 
present to name the day on which a statement would be made by the Govern- 
ment as to the result of the Vienna Conferences.— Adjourned. 


Thursday, May 3. 

The Loan Bill was read a second time. 

Lord Clarendon explained the position of affairs with respect to the nego- 
tiations at Vienra, from which it appeared that Austria etill entertained hopes 
of peace, and under present circumstances deprecated a discussion on the 
matter. 

After some discussion, the matter dropped, and their lordships adjourned. 

Friday, May 4. 

The Duke of Argyl’, in reply to Lord Saudwich, explained the nature of the 
statute which regulated the closing of burial grounds, as also their re-opening.

The Loan Bill passed throughcommittee. 

The motion for going into committee on the Customs Duties Bill was op- 
posed by Mr J. Macgregor, who moved as an amendment that the committal of 
the bill should be postponed for six monthe, 

Some miscellaneous discussion took place relative to the several commodities 
ou which the duties were to be increased. Ultimately Mr Macgregor withdrew 
his amendment, and the house having gone into commttee, the clauses were 
agreed to after some further conversation. 

The second reading of the Education (Scotland) Bill was opposed by Mr 
Blackburr, who moved that the bill be read a second time that day six months, 

After much discussion the house divided, when there appeared:—For the 
second reading, 210; for the amendment, 171.—Acjourned. 

Monday, April 30. 

Lord J. Rassell, in reply to an inquiry made by Mr Dieraeli relative to the 
result of his mission to Vienn», said the protocols of the conferences, which 
would very shortly be laid upon the table, would convey to the house informa- 
tion of the substance of the negotiations. Inthe meantime, he etated ‘hat the 
negotiations with reapect to the first two of the “ four points” lasted until the 
26th of March, when the third point came under consideration, and the Aus- 
trian plenipotentiaries suggested that those of Russia should make proposals 
themselves ; but the latter replied that they had no instructions to do so, and 
asked for time to refer to their Government. The conference was accordingly 
adjourned, and was not resumed until the 17th of April, when the Russian ple- 
nipotentiaries stated that they had received instructions not to take the initia- 
tive, but to hear and discues any proposal eubmitted to the conference. On the 
19th the plenipotentiaries of Great Britainand France, supported by those of 
Austria, laid before the conference their propositions, which were rejected on 
the 21st by the Russian plenipotentiaries, who on their part offered proposals 
which the other plenipotentiaries deemed unacceptable, and they declined to 
discuss them. 

On the consideration of the report upon the Loan Bill as amended, Sir F. Kelly, 
pursuant to notice, moved to omit the 22nd clause, which established a sinking 
fund for the extiaction of the loan. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, in defending the clause, said, though it 
formed no part of the contract, it was not calculated, as Sir F. Kelly appeared to 
think, to create any embarra+sment to cur finances. 

Mr Glad-tone supported the ot jection to the clause, because he thought that 
the promise of Parliament to determine its policy perhaps 15 years hence was 
entirely beyond its province. In an economical point of view, the clause was 
impolitic, and he showed that in times of peace, even if there were a surplus 
revenue, it might be inoperative. 

Mr Wilson defended the c auze. 

Lord Palmerston said the principle involved in this clause was so important, 
that he was prepared to take the sense of the house upon it. The question was, 
whether Parliament and the country, when obliged by circumstavces to add to 
the public debt, should or should not make an effort to reduce it in future 
years; and he thought it very desirable that they sould lay down the principle 
that there should be every year a surplus revenue acting on the reduction of 
the debt. 

Upon a division, the retention of the clause was carried by 210 to 111. 

The house having resolved itself into committee on the Income Tex Bill, the 
clauses were agreed to, with an amendment of the first, moved by Mr Huidyard, 
inserting therein, after “ respectively,” the following words:—“‘if such annual 
value or amount shall reach or exceed 150/, and an additional rate and duty of 
1éd for every 20s of the annual value or amount of all such property, profits, 
and gains respectively, if such annual value or amount shall reach or ex 
100/, and not reach 150/.” 

The bouse then went into committee upon the remaining clauses of the News- 
paper Stamp Daties Bill, when the fourth, fifth, and seventh clauses, relating 
to regi-tration and security, were expunged, and the eixth clause was agreed 
to, with some verbal amendment. 

Certain new clausee, proposed by the Chancellor of the Exchequer, gave rise 
to much discussion.

The clause securing a copyright for 24 hours in reepect to origival articles,

Mr Spooner moved a resolution N igee the house to reso Ive itself into a 
committee for the purpose of considering the acts for the endowment of the 
College of Maynooth, with a view to the withdrawal of any endowment out of 
the Consolidated Fund, due regard being had to vested righte or interests. 

The motion was seconded by Mr Dunlop. 

Mr Pollard-Urquhart, who had given notice of an amendment to the motion 
“that the house resolve itself into a committee to consider the existing state of 
ecclesiastical endowments in Ireland,” declined to press this amendment. He 
contended that the established church of that country, where five-sixths of the 
people were Roman Catholics, was a greater anomaly than the College of May- 
nooth, and he defended the action of the Roman Catholic clergy. 

Mr Scholefield moved, a8 an amendment to Mr Spooner’s motion, to leave out 
from the word “‘ considering ” to the end of the question, in order to insert the

the measure rested were—firet, that to amend and improve the means of educa- 
tion was a matter of duty ; secondly, that, iu deference to what he considered 
a Christian obligation and to the feelings of the people, that improved and ex- 
tended education ought to be religious; and, thirdly, that it must be founded 
upon the basis of the most perfect toleration.

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FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 


FRANCE. 

Trade in Paris generally is at a stand, the only establishments hitherte 
visited by the numerous strangers who have arrived being those of faney 
goods, milliners, and dressmakers. ‘The accounts from the industrial 
districts are satisfactory. In the north, at Roubaix, Lille, Tourcoing, 
Armentieres, &c., the manufacturers are actually unable to execute their 
orders. An important improvement has likewise taken p!ace in the posi- 
tion of the manufacturers of Lyons, St Etienne, and Nimes. Those of 
Rouen and Alsace have sold of late an immense quantity of printed 
calico, and are labouring actively to fill up the voids and satisfy the new 
demands they have received. The price of wheat and flour remains firm 
in the Paris market. Speculators, however, keep aloof, not wishing to 
engage in any important transactions while uncertainty prevails with re- 
gard to the prospects of the crops. The good sorts of flour from Beance 
and Brie sell from 79f to 81f, and the others from 77f to 78f per saek of 
157 kilogrammes; and the secondary qualities from 68f to 70f. The 
stock im the halle continues to increase. It now exceeds 22,000 quintals. 
Wheat has experienced a slight advance in most of the provincial markets, 
although they have been abundantly supplied. The Moniteur publishes 
the returns of the corn trade in the different markets of France, from 
which it results that the average price of the h. ctolitre of wheat 
the first fortnight of April was 26f 40c at Toulouse, Gray, Lyons, 
Marseilles; 24f 44c at Marans and Bordeaux ; 28f 54c at St Laurent and 
Le Grand Lemps; 27{ 35c at Mulhouse and Strasburg; 26f 63c a 
Bergues, Arras, Roye, Soissons, Paris, and Rouen; 24f 62c at Saumur 
and Nantes; 25f 27c at Metz, Verdun, and Charleville; and 26f 45c at 
St Lo, Paimpol, Quimper, and Hennebon. 

A decree in the Moniteur fixes the import duty on nitrates of soda and 
potash as follows :—By French vesseis, frsm countries beyond Capes Horn 
and Good Hnpe, If the 100 kilos ; from other countries out of Europe, 
6f ; {rom the entrepots, 8f; by foreign vessels, 11f. The bounty allowed 
on the export of nitric and sulphuric acids is to befor nitric acid, 5f 
per 100 kilos of net acid ; for sulphuric acid, 20c. 








AMERICA. 

The commercial advices from New York are favourable. The rate of 
exchange remained at a point to promise further shipments of bullion. 
Accounts from the Western States describe a scarcity of wheat and other 
grain, the stocks from the bad harvest of last year having proved less 
even than was expected. 

Messrs Page, Bacon, and Co., of San Francisco, were to resume business 
on the 29th March. ‘The excitement connected with the bank explosions 
had entirely subsided, and business had generally resumed its wonted 
peaceful appearance, although it bore by no-means as brisk an aspect as 
traders might desire. The gold mines were yielding largely. From every 
section of the country the accounts were most flattering. Water was 
abundant, and never, as a general thing, had the miners been doing as 
well. Among business men money was tight, but ali classes were look- 
ing forward to a speedy return of the good times. 





CAPE OF GOOD HOPE. 

The mercantile advices from the Cape of Good Hope reach to the 17th 
of February, and are o' considerable interest. The mania regarding the 
Namaqualand Copper Mines was rapidly subsiding, and several of the 
companies had become extinct. During the height of the excitement 
more than a million and a quarter sterling was nominally subscribed, and 
mostly by persons of limited means. A report on the mines by the Sur- 
veyor-General, Mr Beil, had recently been published, which, while it 
holds out little hope to the rash and ignorant, gives sufficient assurance 
of the abundance of rich copper ore to warrant investments to a large 
extent if carefully conducted. The quanti y of copper ore exported last 
year by private firms or individuals exceeded 1,000 tons, averaging, it is 
said, 30 per cent. of copper, and 3,000 or 4,000 tons are expected to be 
sent this year, A discovery of coal has recent'y been made on the banks 
of the Berg River, about two days’ journey from Cape Town, the quality 
of which, although inferior on the surface, is said to improve with depth. 
As regards the yield of wool, it appears that it amouned in 1854 to 
7,000,000 Ibs, and promises this year to exceed 8,000,000 Ibs. Ship- 
ments, however, go on slowly, owing to ascarcity of vessels, the rate of 
freiyht being 1}d per Ib. A large amount of wheat has this season been 
produced in the eastern province, more than 30,000 bushels having been 
reaped in the district of Albany, hitherto considered unfavourable to its 
production. 
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INDIA AND CHINA. 

Our commercial advices from India state that trade was in a most 
deplorably dull state. Freights were steady. Stocks of goods heavy, and 
sales unsatis‘actory—a state of matters not likely to improve till August, 
when the season opens. Exchange was favourable for remitters, with 
money tight in all quarters. The Calcutta Star says that the gradual ad- 
vance of the rates of interest by the Bank of Bengal, and the unprece- 
dented increase of the margin on loans, had caused sufficient tightness in 
commercial quarters; and loud were the complaints of the sufferers by the 
financia! measures of the directors of the Bank of Bengal, who, it now 
appears. had calculated upon the changes the opening of the Five per 
Cent. Government Loan would cause, which, however, has taken every 
one by surprise. In imports, matters were progressing fairly, and the 
feeling amongst the native dealers had commenced to improve, although 
the prices of almost all descriptions of British piece goods continued un- 
altered, when the opening of the Five per Cent. Loan at once put a stop 
to business, and for the last few days very little has been done. 

At Canton the !mperialists had gained a compiete victory over a large 
rebel fleet ; the river traffic was again open to native craft, and large sup- 
plies of the necessaries of life were thus conveyed to the Canton market. 
The insurgents have been driven from their head-quarters near Whampoa, 
the grea er part of their fleet taken or destroyed, the town of Sanchow 
burnt, and Blenheim Fort recaptured. 

At Shanghai the demand for imports had been slack, but improvement 
was looked for. The purchases of t-a had been toa fair extent. Silk 
was slightly cheaper. Freights, 4d. 

Cavcutta. Mirch 22.—Owing tothe uncertainty prevailing in England 
@s to peace, matters here have not improved. The state of the money 
market, as well as an advance in both freght and exchange, has kept all 
produce operations upon a very low scale: the total of our exports, in 
| money value, is fast declining now that the bulk of the indigo hs been 
| been shipped. Rice, seeds, and jute do not amount to much, and our car- 
goes are now mainly composed of these articles. The hopes we indulged 
| am at the date of our last as to more active business in piece goods have 
not been realised. At first some little distrust with regard to one or two 
extensive dealers, and the occurrence of native ho!idays, disturbed business ; 
and in the following week the complete upset the money market sustained 
paralysed all operations ; for, as nv one coifld tell who might be affected, 
current orders were placed in abeyance, and literally everything stands 
still. Ho devs desirous of rem tting to their constituents are pledging 
goods ('n the bonded warehouse) to the banks for bills on London, pay- 
ang ‘nterest at 12 per cent. per annum and a commission besides.

At Grenada much rain h»d fallen in many places, doing damage to the 
crops. The country was in a v-ry deplorable condi‘ion ; a large number 
uf estates were being offered for sale, and emigration was perprtually 
talked of. A measure had been brought before the Legislature for 
nel purpose of establishing a free trade between Canada and the West 

ndies. 

At British Guiana trade continued dull, and, although a favourable 
change had taken place in the weather, little effect had been produced on 
the commercial state of the island. 

From Barbadoes there is little news of interest. A large and influential 
meeting of gentlemen connected with the agricultural interest of the 
island had been held, for the purp.se of taking into consideration the 
question of reducing the rate of freights to the home marke s. 

At Demerara the crops were looking well, and the yield it was expected 
‘would be very good. 

At Trinidad a great improvement had taken place in the weather, and 
the planters were busily engaged with the crops. There was every pro- 
dabliity of tbe yield being quite an average one.

Great excit-ment has been produced in some of the continental 
corn markets, owing to the rise in the prices of grain in Eogland. A 
letter from Hamburg states:—“ Our corn market has been in the 
most frantic state of excitement, and speculation goiug on to an un- 
limited state. Orders have been sent to ail the Danish and Baltic 
ports to buy up stocks at any price, and both at the Prussian and 
Danish tel-graph offices they retuse to receive any more dispatches, 
from the impossibility of getting through the work intime. The 
prices of wheat have suddenly risen no Jess than 25 doliars per last, 
equal to about 1's per quarter.” 

The Epoca of the 25th Aprilsays that some English capitalists have 
proposed to advance between 500,000,000 aud 600,000,000 reals to the 
Government of Spain, on condition that a certain class of coupons 
should be recognised ; but it declares that the Government could not 
consent to the condition. The diminution which the committee on 
the budget proposes to make in the estimates ot the Government does 
not excred 30,000,000 reals. 

Advices from St Petersburg of April 21 state that the weather was 
miid, and that the ice in the Neva had broken up oa the preceding 
day. Open water was therefore expected in about a foriight at 
Cronstadt. 

The turn-out of colliers in the Wigan district is at an end, most of 
the men having returned to their work at the late r. duction iu their 
wages. 

The central bureau of the Zollverein has published a table of the

Protessor Chauvenet, of the Naval Academy a: Auuapotis, has in- 
vented an instrument called a great circle protractor. By means 
of it, a greet circle course can be ascertained by mere inspection, and 
in afew minates. Brsides doing away with much tedious calculation 
where the great circle route is likely to be generally employed, it 
will probably briog the route into use for shorter distances than 

before. It furnishes a method of finding the course and distance 80 
very readily and easily, that the skilful navigator will scarcely fail, 
when he understands it, to resort to it On all occasions where circum. 
stauces will allow him to do so, It is claimed that, by its use, the 
captain of a ship can take up the great circle route and point the 
ship’s head directly to her port or place of destination, whenever he 
wish to profit to the utmost by a long reach on a favourable wind, 
and if compelled to resort to the Common course he can resume the 
great circle or short route, as soon as practicable. Moreover with 
this protractor, he can fiad his course auew, saw every twelve or 
twenty-four hours, startiug always on the great circle, p- ssiog bis 
position at the time ot determination. This invention supplies in the 
cleverest possible manner a defect in navigation. It placcs great 
circle sailing on a touting with Mercator’s sailiag in respect to the 
easy determination ot the problems of the course and distance, aud, 
by making the former more common, it raises the siaudard of na- 
Vigation.

Mk MELVILLE’s new work purports to be a biography of one of the 
humble heroes of the American revolution, whose fate made him cap- 
tive tothe English, a sharer in the adventures of Paul Jones, and 
afterwards long a resident in England in squalid poverty and misery, 
to return at the very close of life and die unkuown in his native laud. 
It contains mavy wild adventures, some of them graphically told, and 
will amuse adventurous youth; but it is far from being a model of good 
taste or good writing. Mr Melviile’s talents for narration, particularly 
for the parration of sea adventures, are weil-known; but in the present 
book his talents hurry him into excessive exaggeration. His work 
however, in common with many others, he!ps to redeem the States 
from the accusation of being only borrowers of literature as of capital. 
As their industry replaces the latter with a profit, so their jiterature 
now begins to repay Europe with a profit.

FRIDAY EVENING, 
The corn market, which again rose on Monday l/ast an ad- 
ditional 1s, was firm to-day, and in some instances higher prices 
were obtained. ‘The arrivals of wheat and flour were again short

of foreign,—and the price of wheat was firm. ‘That for which 83s 
could not be obtained on Monday or Wednesday sold to-day at 
this price. 
The supplies of barley, too, are short, and the price for grinding 
qualities advanced 1s. Oats also are from 6d to 1s dearer. 
Off the coast there have been 14 arrivals since the 18th ult., con-

Our intelligence from the neighbouring corn markets is of the |

tivity in the corn markets, and rapidly rising prices. ‘The break- 
ing off the conferences at Vienna, and the continuance of cold dry 
winds, now we hope at an end, and the demands of England, 
are the obvious causes of this great change in the markets. 

The deliveries of sugar for consumption continue large, while 





the arrivals are moderate ; the sugar market is accordingly firm, . 


and prices at the close of the week are from 6d to 1s dearer than 
_ Friday, the lower and middling qualities having advanced 
the most. 


Coffee also is firm, but is sold at previous rates. The market 
has been active. 

Tea is not so firm, and some transactions in congou have taken 
place at 83d per lb. Duty was paid in London during the week 
ending 26th ult on 1,143,774 lbs, against 625,930 Ibs in the same | 
period last year. 

Rice has been much in demand, and prices are higher. 

Saltpetre, which advanced in the early part of the week, went 
back at the close, though not to the prices of last week. 

The improvement of the silk market (says Mr Eaton) has 
continued to the end of April, a very considerable business 
having been done, especially in Chinas, of which the deliveries 
are again very large, showing an excess over those of April, 
1854, in Tsatlees and Taysaams, ot 1,244 bales, leaving the 
present stock of those silks less than at that period. The changed 
position of the sold and unsold stock is worthy of notice. 

A very extensive demand has again prevailed in the Liverpool 
cotton market during the present week, and the sales continue on 
a very large scale, being 106,000 bales. Quotations are again 
raised $d to 3-16d per Ib. The trade have secured 53,000 bales. 
Speculators have operated, with renewed confidence,.to the ex- 
tent of 49,000 bales ; the remaining 4,000 bales have been taken 
by exporters. To- -day a large business has been again trans- 
acted, and the sales reach 12,000 to 15,000 bales. This con- 
tinued activity in the Liverpool. market can only?be attributed to 
the accounts received from America. The receipts remained very 
light, the estimates of the crop further reduced. and the prospects 
for the ensuing crop very unpropitious, the weather being very 
dry and cold, and consequently lack of moisture. Prices in Ame- 
rica had advanced, leaving most orders unexecuted, which has 
compelled importers in Liverpool and spinners (for their very 
extensive present rate of consumption) tu supply themselves 
freely in that market. 

The public wool sales, which commenced yesterday, were well 
attended, and prices were quite equal to those of last sales.

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In the oil and seeds market this week there has been more quiet- 
ness, and the advance of prices in many articles has been scarcely 
supported. With respect to tallow, Messrs Wilson, Rose, and 
Graham say :—‘‘ The improbability of any interference with the 
transit through Prussia is operating unfavourably on the market ; 
new Russian yellow candle has declined to 53s 6d on the spot, and 
54s for delivery in June or July.” 


We are informed by the circular of M. de Embil and Co., | 


dated Havana, 9th April, transmitted by Mr Bade, that since 
the 10th March, both freight and prices had slightly declined. 
They say:—‘‘ Our quotations are—Cucuruchos, No. 9 to 104, 
16s 03d to 17s 3d; brown to common, 11 to 134, 173 10}d to 193 ; 
good to fine yellows, 14 to 16, 19s 3$d to 203 11d; superior to 
florettes, 17 to 18}, 21s 6d to 238 11$d; whites, low to common, 
24s 64d to 25s 94d; good to superior florettes, 26s 44d to 28s 1d, 
f. o. b., at 8 per cent. prem. of exchange. In the outports mus- 
covadoes have continued in demand from rs 4} to 5%, The ex- 
port during the month of March has amounted to 162,673 boxes, 
the same month in 1854, 99,746 boxes, and in 1853, 98,717 boxes, 
and the total shipped during this year upto last March shows an 
increase of 46,011 boxes. The United States of America require 
a good deal yet, and many vessels are expected from France aud 
Spain to load immediately. From the certainty that the crop will 
be deficient at least 20 per cent., the general opinion is, that 
prices must advance. Exchanges in consequence of the ex- 
cessive exportation and monetary difficulties, have declined. 
London 8 to 8} per cent. prem., Paris 34 per cent. discount, New 
York 4 per cent. discount, 60 days’ sight, Spain 3 to 5 per cent. 
prem. Mexican dollars on board this steamer have been trans- 
ferred at 3} per cent. prem. 

The New York Shipping List of the 18th says of seamen and 
wages :—‘ Sailors are more plenty, and there being but few 
ships leaving port, in consequence of dulness in freights, ship- 
owners decline giving the large advances which circumstances 
have compelled them to pay heretofore. We quote now to Liver- 
pool and London, 20 dols per month, with 30 dols advance ; 
to Havre, 20 dots, and 25 dols advance; to West Indies and 
the Mediterranean, 18 dols, and one month’s advance ; to South 
America, 16 dols, and 20 dols advance; to East Indies and 
California, 15 dols, and two months’ advance; and coasting, 
20 dols per month, half month’s advance.”

Our market for yarns and cloths has presented a remarkable contrast 
to the Liverpoo! cotton market this week; and if prices have, on the 
whole, been sustained, it is chiefly owing to the rising tendency of the 
raw material. The accounts by the India mail, as well as from the 
Leipsic fair, being anything but encouraging, the transactions in all 
branches have been unimportant, and the advance asked by some 
spinners is perfectly gratuitous, as there are very few buyers even at the 
previous rates. Only in cop yarns, for the home trade, rather better 
prices are said to have been paid, while shippers seem to have the im- 
pression that if they would have made even lower offers in some quarters 
they would not have been refused, as the pressure for lists and particulars 
for open contracts indicat+s that many engagements are not very far from 
running out. The reduction of the Bank rate to 4 per cent. may, how- 
ever, Cause some little improvement, though nothing of the kind was 
visible to-day. But in Liverpool it has caused a further swelling of ope- 
rations, and 20,000 bales of cotton are reported as having changed hands. 


; Under these circumstances, spinners and manufacturers will be com- 


pelled to regulate their prices accordingly ; and, as they are not likely to 
resort to “ short time” until matters get a great deal worse, a gradual 
accumulation of stocks will shorily have to be looked for. 

The rising corn markets and the tenor of the Sebastopol news are not 
calculated to inspire commercial men with more confidence.

4,614 qre. The arrivals of flour coastwise were 1,822 sacks, by the Eastern 
Counties 10,950 eacke, by the Great Northern 2,887 sacks, trom foreign porte 
59¢ sacks: this article has experienced a sudden move upwards, town-made 
having advaneed 53 per sack, and every other sort as much, American bringing 
28 per barrel more money. The arrivals of barley coaetwise were 4,826 qrs, 
from Scotland 135 qre, from foreign ports 745 qrs: the malting demand was 
slow, but other qualities were in fair reques', at 1s per qr advance.
